According to the coinage reports the number of silver dollars coined in 1804 was 19,570, 
but the supposition is that these pieces were struck during the previous year, but not delivered by 
the Coiner to the Treasurer until 1804, and that the 32 silver dollars reported as coined in 1805 
were coined in 1804.
